A large shitepoke or Americen bittern, 
apparently flyin, south from its sum- 
mer haunts in Wisconsin marshes,was res- 
cued by pelice late Thursday after it 
landed on a theater and apparment 
building at 2473 8S. Kinnickinnic ave. 
and became entan;,eled in wash lines on 
the roof, The bird struy,led furiously 
to release itself, threshing its huge 
Wings, and mi,ht have seriously injured 
itself had not the police thrown a net 
over it.The bird was taxen to the animal 
pond at 537 N.Sixt st. and then to the 
Washin, ton Zoo.

Evidently the bird mistook the roof 
from which sunlight was reflected for a 
pond and darted down swiftly. It landed
